The fame of Strobeck’s chess 
play ers soon cov ered Eu rope. 
Chess play ers jou rney ed to Stro- 
beck from all directions, desir­ 
ou s of competing with the v il­ 
lage’s best play ers. The major - 
ity were defeated. 
Among the v isitors to Stro- 
beck was a stu dent of hu man 
natu re and a chess master by 
the name of Silberschmidt. The 
v illagers proposed a game be­ 
tween him and their champion 
to be play ed for high stakes. 
Silberschmidt won and demand­ 
ed his certificate of their defeat. 
The losers were relu ctant to re­ 
linqu ish their honor, bu t they 
offered him the gold if he wou ld 
go his way . 
Sfiberschmidtanswered, “Good 
people of Strobeck, the money I 
hav e won from y ou I giv e to 
y ou r poor and to y ou r school, 
bu t on one condition; y ou mu st 
swear that henceforth y ou will 
nev er play for money .

Chess by Radio 
Probably the least known, bu t 
by no means the smallest, fra­ 
ternity in the world is that of 
the 
am ateu r radio 
operators. 
Nightly , some twenty -one thou ­ 
sand men and women in the 
United States and thou sands in 
other parts of the world com­ 
mu nicate with one another by 
means of the Continental Code. 
Rather than merely ex change 
signal reports and weather con­ 
ditions, some amateu rs enjoy an 
occasional game of chess or 
checkers with their friends on 
the other side of the world- Each 
of the play ers has a chess or 
checker-board set u p and trans­ 
mits his mov es to his opponent, 
one at a time.

REAL HUNGER FOR KNOWLEDGE 
The ordinary conception of a college stu dent is 
a pictu re of a gay y ou ng man in a coonskin coat 
who is ou t to’ hav e a delightfu l time and on 
whose shou lders the woes of the world can find 
no resting place at all. 
There are su ch collegians, of cou rse, and they 
are ju st as big a pain in the neck as popu lar fan­ 
cy su pposes. Bu t once in a while y ou see a little 
story from some campu s or other which indicates 
that su ch chaps don’t, after all, really represent 
the av erage u ndergradu ate. 
Su ch a story came from the Univ ersity of 
Michigan not long ago, when Dean Joseph A. 
Bu rsley rev ealed that scores of y ou ngsters at 
that institu tion are wearing old clothes, liv ing in 
cold rooms and going withou t food in order that 
they may continu e their stu dies. 
“Ev ery few day s,” he said, “there comes to my 
office the report of some stu dent who is liv ing in 
an attic on $1.50 a week, on milk and bread or 
crackers, with an occasional can of beans.” 
These are the y ou ngsters who set ou t to get an 
edu cation and discov ered that the depression 
had left them withou t fu nds. They aren’t the 
kind that giv es u p withou t a stru ggle, and they 
aren’t in college ju st to hav e a good time; so 
they plu g along, ru ining their health and show­ 
ing a brav e endu rance that wou ld do credit to 
fu lly -grown men and women, in the hope that 
they can somehow finish their stu dies and fit 
themselv es for honorable places in the ou tside 
world. 
To read of them is to feel rather apologetic for 
the slu rs we so freq u ently cast at the collegian. 
For these y ou ngsters, obv iou sly , aren’t of the 
rah-rah, coonskin stripe. They hav e nothing to 
do with the lu x u riou s fraternity hou ses or the 
glittering proms or the football specials. They 
are in college to make something of themselv es, 
and they are willing to make all kinds of sacri­ 
fices to do it. 
And in the long ru n they are more tru ly rep­ 
resentativ e of the college world than are these 
lads in coonskin coats. They are the people who, 
in y ears to come, will ju stify the colleges’ ex ­ 
istence.
